He said that he would run the risk of capture and 
try to reach the North—and he believed that 
dozens, “ yes, mass’r, lots and lots ” of the slaves 
in this neighbourhood would fly to the North, if 
they knew the way. It was not the fear of being 
captured that prevented them from running away, 
he said, but ignorance of the proper route for the 
Free States. 

Several slaves had told me so before, but I 
had never been able to devise a plan to remedy 
this ignorance, and thereby give to every brave 
slave a chance of escaping from bondage. To 
direct them how to know where the North lay by 
the rising and setting sun would have been utterly 
useless—as runaways must travel chiefly by moon¬ 
light and by night.

I described the peril of a runaway’s course as 
vividly as I could. He answered : 

“Well, mass’r, I doesn’t care ; I would try to 
get to de North if I had one of them things.” 

We had a long talk on different subjects ; and 
he told me Ms history—but, in thinking of the 
magnetic Liberator after leaving Mm, I forgot 
several particulars of it. 

Sept. 28.—Same place. I took an early walk. 
The temperature was truly celestial. I saw an old 
coloured man, beside a bag in wMch were several 
carpenter’s tools, sitting on a pile of wood near 
the railroad crossing. I went up to him. He 
touched his cap. 

“ Good morning, old man,” I said. 

“ Good morning to you, mass’r,” he rejoined. 

“ Are you a carpenter ? ” I asked. 

“ Yes, mass’r ; in a rough way.” 

“ How old are you? ” 

“ Sixty-two years old, mass’r.” 

“ You stand your age very well, old man. I 
hardly thought you were more than fifty. But 
I’ve often noticed that coloured people look much 
younger than they are. What is that owing to, do 
you know?” 

“ Well, mass’r,” said he, “ I think it’s ’cause 
they’s ’bliged to live temperate. White folks has 
plenty of money and de drinks a good deal of 
liquor. Coloured people cannot drink much 
liquor ’cause de has n’t got any money. Drinkin’, 
mass’r, ’ill bring a man down sooner dan anything;

The religions world has been somewhat startled 
by the retirement of Arehdeacon Wilberforce 
from the Established Church. He was to have 
been put upon trial for heresy, on account of his 
published opinions on the sacrament of the encha- 
risf, but. he very conveniently finds out that he 
has a conscientious objection to the doctrine of 
the royal supremacy, and, therefore, recalls his 
subscription, resigns Ms preferments, and puts 
himself, he says, so far as he is able, in the position 
of a lay member of the English Church. 

One cannot forbear the reflection how grievously 
the Wilberforce family—the four clerical sons of 
the celebrated William Wilberforce—have dis¬ 
appointed the expectations cherished relative to 
their influence for good upon the state church of 
Great Britain. The name of Wilberforce, in the 
past generation, was closely associated with piety, 
enlightened’ and exalted; and philanthropy the 
most pure and patriotic. Wilberforce, the father, 
was one of the greatest orators of the day; a 
leader in the crusade to wipe the blot of slavery 
from the British escutcheon ; the friend of Pitt, 
and a member of the House of Commons for more 
than half a century. About 1797, seeiug the 
disorganized state of society, he conceived the idea 
of reinstating it according to the Christian model. 
With this high purpose in view, he wrote and 
published his “ Practical Yiew of the Prevailing 
Religious Systems,” a book which was the chief 
instrument in the conversion of Dr. Thomas Chal¬ 
mers. This work created a great sensation in 
England, and has contributed much to a change 
of morals, more particularly among the higher 
classes. This wonderful book has passed through 
innumerable editions, and may be found translated 
into several different languages. 

VV hen it became known that no fewer than four 
of the sons of tMs illustrious man had renounced 
the world and entered the church, the fact, among 
the pious members of the establishment, was 
matter of congratulation, and anticipations of no 
ordinary character were indulged in concerning 
their devotion to the cause of religion. Years 
passed away ; the students , became parsons; the 
parsons, vaulting on the eminence of their father’s 
lame, soon rose m the church, one a vicar, another 
ah archdeacon, and another a bishop. William, 
the eldest, was the first to belie the bright promises 
of future usefulness; he has withdrawn from 
public life, and his wife has given herself up to 
the Papacy. The next to break the bonds was 
Henry, the vicar of Farleigk, a living of £1,000 
per annum. Honest in his convictions, ho de¬ 
clared himself a Roman Catholic, and severed Ms 
connection with his English establishment; In 
bis published statements, at the time, he affirmed 
that. he must either leave the Anglican Church, 
or run the risk of falling into rationalism—that it 
only remained for Mm to enter the fold of the 
Romish church, in which he recognised al the 
characteristics of truth, unity, universality, apos- 
tolicity—the same in all times and in all countries, 
from. Saint Peter down to Pius IX, from one ex¬ 
tremity of the earth to the other. Henry is now 
active in the service of the Romish Church M 
Ireland. 

And now Robert,, the archdeacon, has, after 
being suspected of Romanizing tendencies for the 
last three years, and with a citation hanging over 
Ms head to appear before the ecclesiastical courts,, j 
transmitted his resignation to his superior. His! 
ostensible reason, as stated in Ms letter, is an in¬ 
superable objection to the “ royal supremacy ”— 
and herein he is right; but it is believed that Ms 
real reasons are withheld, and that his retirement 
is a step in the ripening process into full-blown 
Popery.

-Extraordinary Experiments wn-H the 

Electric Telegraph. —Some experiments have 
within the past fortnight been made at Ports¬ 
mouth, with regard to this science; of a most im¬ 
portant and remarkable character, and which 
would appear to open up and promise to lead to 
further triumphs in electricity, and equal impor¬ 
tance to any that have already been achieved. 
The experiments in question were for the purpose 
of ascertaining’the possibility of sending electric 
telegraph communications across a body of water 
without the aid of electric wires. The space 
selected for the experiment was the Mill-dam (a 
(piece of water forming a portion of the fortifica¬ 
tions)', at its widest part, where it is something 
near 500 feet across. The operating battery was 
placed on one side of the dam, and the correspond¬ 
ing dial on the other side. An electric wire from 
;each was submerged on their respective sides of 
the water, and terminating in a plate constructed 
for the purpose, and several messages were accu¬ 
rately conveyed across the entire width of the 
mill-dam, with accuracy and instantaneous ra¬ 
pidity. The apparatus employed in the experi¬ 
ments is not pretended to be here explained in
